The battle for possession of Pskoff 
(162 miles southwest of Petrograd) 
which continued through the night, 
ended in a. Russian victory. The 
Russians have succeeded: in removing 
most of the vast store of. supplies 
there (valued at 400,000,000 rubles) 
into the interior. 

The Commissariat has admitted 
that Reval (capital of Esthonia, sit- 
uated on an arm of the gulf of Riga, 
200 miles. west of Petrograd) was 
captured after a battle in which sail- 
ors and Red Guards contested every

BRINGS BACK 
ARMY MORALE

New York, Feb. 27.—The increas- 
ing resistance by the Russians 


against the German attempt to cap- 
ture Petrograd, whether immediately 
successful -or not, is re-establishing 
a respect for discipline among the 
Russian people. 
This is more important even than 
the salvation of the capital. If Pet- 
rograd’s fall is necessary as a final 
demonstration that discipline alone 
is‘ required to save the revolution, 
then the price will be cheap. The 
saving of the great stores of muni- 
tions near Pskoff, reported today in 
United Press Petrograd dispatches, 
is very important, not so much be- 
cause of the value of the munitions, 
but because it demonstrates the pres 
ence of. real military leadership 
among the revolutionary soldiers. 
Hitherto, during the German ad- 
vances, the Russians have made no 
effort to save anything. - Disorgani- 
zation hag been complete. The Pskoff 
incident reveals that. the = spirit of 
panic is vanishing and the Russians 
are recovering. some. of their morale. 
It requires large organizing ability 
and a,willingness to respond to.ord- 
ers to remove such extensive war sup 
plies as were stored. in the. Pskoff 
area. Transportation. difficulties have 
given the greatest trouble to the, Bol- 
sheviki civil regime but the military 
leaders of the revolution are showing 
a new ability in this - direction, 


Von Hindenburg is now in a ser- 
ious quandary: because of . the in- 
creasing prowess. of. the revolution- 
ary ` ‘army. There: is. no longer any 
question ‘but* that the active force at 
Von Hindenburg’s disposal for 
capture of Petrograd is comparatively 
very small. If he presses onward he 
is lengthening the communications of 


his expeditionary force to the dang- 
er point.. If a strong Russian. rally 
were to take place: near. Petrograd 
the German detachments might be 
cut to pieces..or compelled to engage 
in a disastrous retreat.

W was South Ger- 
many, not Prussia, that was the home 
of art and music and’ literature and 
ideals of freedom, for Prussia was a 
morass of dense forests, inhabited by 
wild barbarians into the fourteenth 
century, and the essential character 
of its people has not changed.
